Postponed on Motion of the Come
monwenlth's Allorney,

The case of Willlam Meadors, the mur-
derer of Mpggle Driver, was called in
the Hustings Court yesterday morning,
and contlnued again upon motion of the
Commonwealth, until June $th, The
postponement wus allowed owing to the
absence of an Important witness for the
prosecution.
